It will no doubt be interesting to the 
property owners of Narberth and its 
suburbs to learn that there are bright 
prospects of securing a substantial 
reduction in water rates in the near 
future. 

At a hearing, held in City Hall, Phil- 
adelphia, on March 29, before the 
Public Service Commission of Penn- 
sylvania, to which body numerous 
complaints have been entered by va- 
rious communities and citizens as to 
the high annual minimum rate, ex- 
cessive rate per 1000 gallons and the 
unreasonableness of contracts which 
consumers must agree to in connection 
with extension of water mains and 
other purposes. Counsel for the 
j Springfield Consolidated Water Com- 
i pany asked that they be allowed to 
enter into negotiations with repre- 
j sentativesol' the consumers, in an ef- 
I fort to effect a compromise. 
i This move was apparently made to 
I avoid the discussion of the report of 
I the Commission's chief Acocuntant, 
\ who, with from three to ten expert 
the Commission's Chief Accountant, 
who, with from three to ten expert 
accountants has spent a year in ex- 
amining the accounts of the water 
company and The American Pipe and 
Construction Company. 

The arrangement suggested by the 
water company was agreed to, pro- 
vided, however, that the commission, 
which is also a complainant, reserves 
the right to make final decision and 
ruling in the case. 

This shows gratifying progress, as 
it is the first time in this long con- 
troversy that the water company has 
shown any inclination to consider 
any adjustment of rates, and may 
be taken as an admission that they 
are not sure of their ground. 

It has been estimated that the actual 
value of the water company's prop- 
erty, at present, is $4,500,000 and that 
iibove this it is alleged by the com- 
plainants at the hearing that there 
has been over-capitalization, unwar- 
ranted commissions paid, and other 
excess charges covered which amount 
to $7,000,000. 

Complainants cited as one example 
of this that the Bryn Mawr Water 
Company was bought in some years 
ago for $399,400 and an immediate 
capital stock issue of $955,000 made, 
over cost. Another example given 
was that a Ford automobile was pur- 
chased at the regular market price 
of $450 a commission of twenty per 
cent, added, and then entered at $540. 
These things, the complainants argu- 
ed, show why consumers are requir- 
ed to pay exorbitant water rates and 
for water that they do not use. 

It was claimed by the water com- 
pany at the previous hearing, that un- 
favorable ruling by the commission 
would make it difficult for them to 
hud a market for new bond issues to 
extend water mains. In answer to 
this it was pointed out that there was 
no necessity for issuing bonds be- 
cause property owners asking for ex- 
tensions were compelled to put up 
the cash for this purpose. For in- 
stance, the Trustees of the Narberth 
Civic Association, on October 9. 1915, 
deposited with the water company 
$3,550, said sum being the estimated 
cost of 3050 feet of six inch wrought- 
iron, cement-lined pipe and laying, of 
same in Narbrook, and an abutting 
property owner on the westerly ex- 
tension of Blmwood avenue put up 
$345 for the laying of 323 feet of 
main.
